Veteran of World War. Served 

in Russia. 

Ernest B. Barber, a son of Mr. and/ 
Mrs. ©. §. Barber of Frederic, lost 
his life in Jones lake Sunday when 
he fell off a raft into deep water. 

At the time the Barber family was! 
enjoying a reunion and a day togeth- 
ere The whole family was present 
exeept Edward VY. Barber and wife, 
the former being in Benton Harbor 
and Mrs. Barler with her parents at 
Cadillac. : 

The accident occurred shortly after 
the noon luncheon, two of the sons 
going out on a raft far a swim while. 
Irnest went along to watch the raft. 
Suddenly the Jatter seemed to full 
sideways into the lake. The two 
brothers tried to save him but were 
unsuccessful. He sank into deep wa-| 
ter and never cume up until his body 
t was recovered nearly twelve hours 
later. It is the belief that the young! 
man had been overcome by the heat 
or possibly suffered heart trouble. 
When recovered it is reported that | 
there was but littie or no water in! 
his lungs. 

Repeated efforts were made to re- 
cover the body, by diving and bs 
dragging the bottom. Also efforts 
were made tu raise it by the use of 
dynamite. It was not until about 
1:00 o'clock that night that Wm. Du- 
clos suceceded in raising it after 
dragging «a number of large hooks 
fastened to a piece of gas pipe, four 
of which caught into the trouser leg 
of the young man. 

Thus a day that started out so hap- 
pily for this fine family ended in a 
serious catastrophe. The parents 
and sisters and brothers had to wit- 
ness this grave accident and then to 
endure hours of heartbreaking an- 
yuish until the body could be restored 
to them. [t was sad indeed, and their 
gorruw is siured by hundreds in Gray. 
ling as well as in Frederic and vicin- 
ity, where Ernest had grown to man- 
hood. 

The funeral was held Wednesday 
from the M. E, chureh of Frederic, 
the pastor preaching a most earnest 
and helpful sermon. The American 
Legion post of Grayling, participated 
in the funeral services, 

Grayling post, headed by Grayling 
vand, esecrted the body of thelr dead 
eomrade from the home to the church, 
and later to the Frederic cemetery 
where the body was laid to rest. Be- 
sides the American legion the K. of 
P. lodge of Grayling, of which the 
decease’) was a member, was well re- 
presented. The httle church was filled 
tu the doors with friends and sym- 
pathizers. A choir rendered several 
apprupriate selections. The coffin was 
literally in flowers, those 
beautiful emblems of love and sym- 
pathy. There were severa) fine flora) 
pieces. 

The funeral cortege was probably 
in Frederic, 
nearly fifty autus being in line, be; 
sides the marching columns. 

Ernest Byron Barber was born in 
Owdsso, Mich, February 22, 1896 and 
lived to the aye of 25 years, 4 months 
and 11 days, He came to Frederic 
while aninfant with his mother, living 
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all hig life with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. C. S. Barber. He entered the 
service of World War May 27, 1918 
as a private in Company B, 339th In- 
fantry, 85th Division; going overseas 
in July. He trained in England 
about 30 days, after which he went 


to Russia in August, serving 16 
months. His honvrable discharge 
says, eight battles. He returned 


home July 19,1919: He met his death 
Sunday, July 3, 1921 by drowning in 
Jones Lake, 9 miles east of Frederic. 
The deceased is survived by his 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. C. S. Barber, 
six brothers, and five sisters, Edward 
V. and Ejmer D. of GrayJing; Elton G. 
of Auburn; Earl, Elroy and Elwood, 
Esther, Evelena, Ethel, Erma and 
Elnora at home; Also by his aged 
yvrandmother, Mrs. Rhoda King.

Best results were obtained from 
the complete commercial fertilizer, 
however. 

Tests also were carried on to de- 
termine the effect of limestone di- 
vided to different grades of fineness.

Last year areas unlimed yielded no 
sweet clover whatever, while those 
treated with three tons of ground 
limestone per acre yielded 3,176 
pounds, green weight, and those with 
limestone and commercia) fertilizer, 
7,648 pounds per acre. These re- 
sults will be duplicated this year. 

Other tests were made to deter- 
mine the effect of different applica- 
tions of nitrogen on small grain 
crops. This element was found the 
most profitable as far as these crops 
were concerned—the. more it was 
possible to use, the better the results, 
Even soluble nitrates along with 
barnyard manure gave good returns. 

“The demonstration plots at Cas- 


sopolis have yielded probably more 
striking results than any other soils 
experiments ever carried on in Michi- 
gan,” said Dr. M. M. McCool, head of 
the M. A. C, soils department.—H.

The Agricultural College is now 
trying a lot of experiments on the 


“State Farm” near Grayling. 

Conclusive proof of the value of 
commercial fertilizer for use on clov- 
er and alfalfa was afforded farmers 
of southwestern Michigan at the field 
meeting at Cassopolis on Saturday, 
June 25, when demonstration plots 
on the Cass county poor farm were 
thrown open to public view after five 
years of experiment by the M. A. C. 
soils department, 

Abandoned for five years previous 
and covered with sorrel, the land was 
chosen originally because of its run- 
down condition, typical of much of 
southwestern Michigan. The soil is a 
sandy loam. From the total area of 
approximately ten acres, more than 
ene hundred plots of one-tenth acre 
each were formed. Supervisors of 
Cass county couperated and the labor 
was furnished by the manager or the 
poor farm. , 

The purpose of the experiment 
was to test the effect of lime and 
commercial fertilizer on the catch and 
growth of sweet clover, red clover

Few Americans Go There. 

The continent, lying thus far out- 
side the ordinary routes of travel, is 
rarely visited by Americans. For most 
of us knowledge of this faselnating 
tand is obtained by a study of a few 
puges In the hack of school geog- 
raphies--puges descriptive of “Aus- 
tralia und New Zealand” and accom- 
panied by a map of “Anstralla and 
the Islauds of the Pacifle’ on a seate 
too small for the recognition of Signif- 
icant features, 

One of the first surprises awaiting 
the tourist from the northern heml- 
sphere ds to. find that AustraHa aud 
New Zewland may not be grouped as 
two jslunds of like appenrance, differ- 
ing mainly dn size; near neighbors 
which say be treated as a unit. New 
Zealand {8 nearly twice as far from 
Australia as Bermuda is from New 
York, and fs not only east but also 
south, 

The southern corst of the Aus- 
tralian mainland has the latitude of 
central New Jersey, while the seuth- 
ernmost of the three islands which 
comprise the Dominion of New Zea- 
Jand occuples the positon of southern 
Newfoundland, 

Unique vegetation of remarkable 
variety and beauty, animal life of by- 
fone geological perieds, aud an ab- 
original population, the lowest fn the 
scale of beings having human form, 
stund out as fentures distinctly Aus- 
trnliun—a never-ending source of tn- 
terest to the geographer. 

Australia ts a large country. It {s 
about fourteen times the size of 
France or Germany, twenty-five times 
the size of Ituly, or Ecuador, and two 
and one-half times the size of Ar 
gentina, its .chlef competitor in the 
southern hemisphere. Its area is equal 
to three-fourths of Europe, one-third 
of all North America, or one-fourth 
of the British Empire. The continent 
ig almost exactly the size and is near- 
ly the shape of the United States.

The trade winds abundantly supply 
the northeast coast, but carry Httle 
water beyond; the westerlies, the 
“roaring forties” of the sailor, deposit 
their moisture on the funds along Bass 
strait ard on the southwest up of the 
continent, but linve Uttle. or none to 
earty Inland, The north coast Is al- 
temately drenched and dried with the 
coming and guing of meonsouns. The 
center of the continent is therefore 
arid, large purts are desert, and the 
numerous large lakes shown on the 
map are expanses of salt wud covered 
with water by infrequent rains. Aus- 
tralla’s streams are fewer and carry 
water than those of any other 
contiuent. ; 

Its Forests Are Surprising. 

The flora of Australia is not only 
henutiful, it js unique. having no 
counterpart in other lands. Of the 
10,000 species of plants mest of them 
are purely Australinn, and are un- 
pkneswn even in New Zealand. The gen- 
eral impression one gets of Australian 
forests is thetr total unlikeness to any- 
thing seen elsewhere, Forms which 
may be recognized as tulip, Illy, honeys 
suckle and fern take on a surprising 
aspecr. They are not garden flowers, 
but trees, and the lundscape of which 
they form « part reminds one of the 
hypothetical representations in books 
of a landscape of Mesozote time, a pe- 
riod antedating our own by taiiltons 
of years. 

The fuyressian Chat ene ts looking 
ata landscape which has forever dir- 
Appeured from other parts of the 
world Is sy vivid that the elms and 
maples 2d oaks Jn sume of the city 
streets strike a jarring note. The 
transition frum Jurassic to m@gdern 
tlises ts painfully abrupt. 

The animals of Austrailia, too, are 
so distinct from the rest of the world 
that some have proposed two great 
zoological realms: Australian and non- 
Austrulian. The peculiarity Hes not 
only in the fact that Australlan types 
tre not found elsewhere, but also that 
familles lke the cats and the pigs, 
which are found native on all other 
continents and on many Ifslands, are 
absent from Australia, The kangaroo 
is Australia's nationat an{mal, and the 
group to which !t belongs, the mar- 
suplats, is typleally Australian. 

A belt of country 100 miles wide 
along the east, south and southwest 
edges of Australia would Include prob- 
ably 8 per cent of the commonwealth's 
population. There are no Inland cities 
of over 10,000 population, except six 
mining camps, and the most remote 
of these is nbout as far from the sea 
as ts Pittsburgh. 

A striking feature of the Australian 
census Ig the concentration of popula- 
tion in ecitles—a phenomenal situation 
for an agricultural and pastoral na- 
tion with jess than 1 per cent of its 
area under cultivation and 47 per cent 
unoccupied. The six Australian state

Australia {q the most level in sur- 
face and regular in outline of all the 
continents, and even of most large Is- 
lands, It 1s also the lowest continent, 
with an average elevation about that 
of Ohio. Its surface lacks variety. 
The change from one type of topog- 
raphy ig 80 gradual, and significant 
natural features are so few and so 
widely spaced that, with the excep 
tion of the Murray river, they are not 
utilized jn marking the boundaries of 
states. 

The traveler In search of duplicates 
of the Canadian Rockies, the Yosem- 
ite and the Grand canyon, of Nor- 
wegian ffords and Atpine scenery, need 
not visit Australia. Its mountain 
scenery ia that of the southern Ap- 
ralachtans, the White mountains, and 
the low ranges of Arizona, Its plains 
and plateaus are comparable with 
those of the Rocky Mountain foothills 
and the arid expanses of Utrh, Idaho 
and Oregon. 

Although the mouthins are low com-

the sturtling figures that indicate the 
real menace which the rat is to the 
modern farmer today. 

His hope vf protection lies in Luild- 
ing farm bulldings that are rat-proof. 


One farmer who overlooked this fact 
reports half his corn wds Fuined after 
It was placed in the crib and another 
farmer in Iowa reported that rats ate 
and injured enough to pay taxes on 
400 acres of tand,

vast army of rodents is the corn crib 
and granary. Here is stored the crop, 
the reward of a year's arduous toil. 

It behooves the farmer to seek pro- 
fection from pests and the elements.

Presented here with floor plans ts a 
substantial rat-prouf corncrib and 


granary built to form an effective shel- 
ter for the harvest. The idea of pro 
tecting its contents has been kept in 
mind throughout as the construction 
shows, In the first place it is built on 
a sturdy foundation of concrete.

In this granary there are corn cribs 
on each side of the central driveway 
extending up to the roof. On the see 
ond floor {immediately above the drive- 
way are the bins for the heavier 
grain. The spout of the elevator can 
be directed to fill any bin. 

The building is 26 feet wide and 36 
feet long, The drive is 10 feet wide, 
and each corn crib Is 8 feet wide.

In this corn crib the builder has 
installed a device which has done won- 
ders in lifting much of the burdensome 
work from the shoulders of the furm- 
er, He has installed what is known 
as an Inside cup elevater. This ap- 
paratus consists of a revolying chalu 
carrying a number of eups frem the 
grain pit in the driveway to the cupola 
above when they autamaticully dump 
the grain into a spout leading to any 
one of the grain bing or corn cribs, In 
this way all actual handling or’ shavel- 
ing by hand Is elimtnured. <A great 
quantity of grain can be put into the 
granary in a short space of time.

This structure will be a valuable ad- 
dition for any farmer who raises a 
good crop, and {s doubly attractive be- 
cause ef Its economy In construction.

Truth About Whales, 
A member of the Brooklyn 
tute museum, Brooklyn, N. Y¥., who 
has made a special study of whales 
in Newfoundland, states that the av- 
erage length of a full-grown sulphur- 
bottom whale is just under 8U feet. 
This estimate disregurds the exagger- 
ated reports sometimes spread by sail- 
ors, and is based on actual measure- 
ments of many individual specimens. 
There seems to be creditable accounts 
of whales reaching a length of from 
85 to 95 feet, but this authority did 
not see any of that size. Whales ap- 
pear to grow with great rapidity, the 
length of “yearlings” being estimated 
at from 30 to 35 feet.—Christian Scl- 
ence Monitor.
